debris from alleys, spray oil 
along the Tiber, Winebrenner's 
run and Rock creek and furnish 
oil for local residents who have 
shrubbery 
where 
mosquitos 
might lurk. 
Besides the truck and spray 
rig. council will have to furnish 
approximately 16,000 gallons of 
oil for the project

type of oil used by New Jersey 
authorities in their campaign 
against mosquitoes will be used.
